— The President is pleased to approve the 
award of the “SENA MEDAL” /“ARMY MEDAL” to the 
undermentioned personnel for pets of exceptional devotion 
to duty or courage : — 

1. Major JAOWANT SINGH BATH (IC- 14468). 
Parachute Regiment. 

On tho 12th March 1967, Major Jagwant Singh Bath was 
commanding a company of the Parachute Regiment engaged 
in operation against hostiles in the Mizo District. On receiving 
information that a large number of hostiles were operating 
in the area of Vuakmual, he, with his company, crossed a 
river which was in spate and by the evening established a 
firm base in a thick jungle on tho south-east of Vuakmual. 
At about 2000 hours, the two forward platoons cordoned off 
the village and Major Bath with the third platoon moved 
into the village. The hostiles opened fire. Despite this. 
Major Bath successfully charged the hostiles killing four of 
them and capturing three together with a large quantity 
of arms, ammunition and documents. 

Throughout, Major Jagwant Singh Bath displayed courage 
and leadership. 

2. Major BALWANT SINGH BISHT (IC-14736), 
Parachute Regiment, 

On 23rd April 1967, Major Balwant Singh Bisht was com- 
manding a company column of Parachute Regiment which 
carried out a special Helicopter borne operation in Assam. 
On the 27th April 1967, he was informed by Battalion Head- 
quarters that a Mizo hostile leader was reported to be in 
a hideout in the vicinity of Darlung which was* 16 miles away 
and was ordered to capture him. On the night of 29th/ 
30th April 1967, Major Bisht moved forward under the 
cover of darkness and raided Darlung and an adjacent village. 
On getting a clue from a boy, be set out with Six men and 
a guide, and after covering a difficult track when the guide 
expressed ignorance, he continued the search for further 
clues. Suddenly he came across an opening where he dis- 
covered two well concealed huts. Major Bisht and his men 
raided the huls and captured all the occupants. 

Throughout, Major Balwant Singh Bisht displayed courage 
determination and leadership. 

3. Major SHEHKHOGIN KAPGEN (IC-14430), 

Ass'am Regiment. 

On the 21st January 1967, Major Kapgcn was given the 
task of apprehending three deserters who had taken away 
some arms and ammunition. Earlier, information was re- 
ceived that the deserters had been seen near Naksai Khola 
(Assam) on the previous night, but afterwards disappeared 
in the thick jungle. Major Kapgen, with his natrol, entered 
the jungle, and seeing the deserters under a big bush about 
30 yards awav. charged them instantaneously. His men fol- 
lowed him. When the deserters tried to take up their rifles 
and hand grenades, Major Kapgen shouted a warning to them 
(hat they should surrender or else he would shoot them. 
Finding no other alternative, the deserters surrendered. 

Throughout, Major Shehkhogin Kapgen displayed courage, 
determination and leadership, 

4. Major OM PRAKASH SABHARWAL (TC-7311), 
Parachute Regiment. 

Major Om Prakash Sabharwal was detailed as the column 
commander during two operations between 20th June and 
28th July 1967, which were designed to capture certain Mizo 
hostile leaders who were reported to be in the area, During 
one of the operations, although the lender was not present 
in the village, the officer collected information and quickly 
raided a hostile hide-out and captured some Important docu- 
ments. On the 25th June, 1967, after a gruelling march with 
his column, he got Information about hostile concentration 
in an area. At 0200 hours, he raided the hostile position 
and took the hostiles completely bv surprise. During the 
encounter that followed he led a Section personally while 
rest of the column surrounded the village. In this action, 
one hostile was killed and one wounded and three others 
captured along with some arms and ammunition. He gather- 
ed information from the captured hostile* and moved for- 
ward to raid the hostiles’ camp and their Batfallon Head- 


quarters. When one of his sub-column was crossing a river, 
the hostiles opened LMG Fire and used hand grenades from 
a dominating feature. Realising that his men were badly 
caught, he decided to assault the hostile position. He led 
his men under heavy fire and broke the ambush forcing 
Ihe hostiles to run away. During the other operation, when 
he and his platoon reached within 500 yards of the hostiles’ 
Headquarters, he was fired upon by LMG and rifles. Un- 
daunted, he led his men and engaged the hotftiles who fled 
leaving behind two dead and some arms and ammunition 
and cash. 

Throughout, Major Om Prakash Sabharwal displayed cour- 
age, determination and leadership. 

5. Major BISHAN SINGH (JC-14513), 

Grenadiers. 

On the 11th September 1967, Major Bishan Singh was de- 
tailed to supervise the strengthening of the wire at Nathu 
La by our troops. He deployed the escort/protection and 
fence wire laying parties properly. The work wa£ started 
at (he appointed hour. The Chinese forces fired rifles shots 
to frighten our men, Major Bishan Singh carried on with 
his task even when the enemy opened fire wilh their heavy 
support weapons. Having made sure that the work on the 
left flank was going satisfactorily, he came to help the right 
side. He was however pinned down by enemy MMG fire 
along with the res't of the men. He, with other two offi- 
cers, kept a steady pressure of fire and grenades on the 
Chinese forces. While throwing a grenade, he was hit by 
LMG fire in tile right arm and one leg and by splinters 
in the other leg. Despite this, he fired an LMG magazine 
before withdrawing. 

Throughout, Major Bishan Singh displayed courage, de- 
votion to duty and leadership. 

6. Captain SURAJ PRAKASH BAKSHI (EC-51998), 
Bihar Regiment. 

At 0300 hours on the 9th June 1967, Captain Suraj 
Prakash Baks'hi who was commanding a company of Bihar 
Regiment, established a base near a village in tho Mtzo 
Hills area. With a platoon, he moved forward to search 
the huts on the outskirts of the village where armed hos- 
tiles were reported to be staying. When the party reached 
within 50 yards of the huts, about 20 hostiles rushed out 
firing as they emerged. Disregarding his own safety, Captain 
Baks'hi led his platoon and charged the hostiles. He shot 
three hostiles and bayonelted one. His men shot five more 
hostiles and captured the remaining eleven. In the encoun- 
ter, Captain Bakshi was hit by a hostile bullet in the head. 

In this action. Captain Suraj Prakash Bakslii displayed 
courage and leadership. 

7. Captain NACHHATTAR SINGH BURN (EC-56255), 
Artillery, 

Captain Nachhattar Singh Burn was performing the duties 
of Observation Pos't Officer from 11th September to 13th 
September 1967 at Nathu La. When ordered to engaged 
the attacking Chinese forces, he brought down quick and 
accurate fire on them silencing their small amis fire and 
destroying some of their bunkers. Soon his position became 
a target of Chinese artillery and infantry fire. Although 
his technical assistant was killed, his* radio operator wounded 
and his radio set was knocked out, Captain Burn moved from 
rock to rock using his line communication and continued 
to direct fire on the Chinese forces Inflicting heavy casual- 
ties on them. From 11th September to 13th September 1967. 
Captain Burn stayed at bis post facing severe weatheir and 
intense fire from the Chinese forces. For three days, ho 
worked day and night and brought down accurate artillery 
fire on the Chinese forces inflicting heavy casualties which 
enabled our troops to hold out against the sudden and un- 
provoked attack. 

Throughout, Captain Nachhattar Singh Burn displayed 
courage and devotion to duty. 

8. Captain PALACKAPILl.TL PATT.Y PATTY 
(M-30738). 

Army Medical Corps, 

On the 11th September 1967, when the Chinese forces 
suddenly opened fire at Nathu La, Captain PalackapilHI Pally 
Paily was ordered to establish an Advance Dressing Station 
to provide medical cover to troops engaged in fighting in 
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th© forward area. In the face of intense fire from Chinese 
forces, he quickly established the Dressing Station at a height 
of 14,000 ft. Although the Dressing Station was under 
constant intense shelling from iith September to 14th Sep- 
tember 1967 he and his men worked round the clock ren- 
dering aid to all battle casualties and thus saved many valua- 
ble lives. 


Throughout, Captain Palackapillil Paily Paily displayed 
courage and devotion to duty. 

9. Captain SATiSH KUMAR SOOD (EC-52620), 
Artillery. 


On the 12th September 1967, at Nathu La, when an addi- 
tional Observation Post Officer was required to be sent to 
Camel's Back, a feature 14,973 feet high, Captain Satish 
Kumar Sood volunteered to go knowing fully well that the 
route to the feature as also the feature itself, was* under 
heavy shelling by the Chinese artillery and infamry mortars. 
Disregarding bitter cold and intense shelling, he reached 
the feature on the night of 12th/ 13th September 1967, When 
at dawn he started engaging targets, his position came under 
more intense shelling from the Chinese forces'. Undaunted, 
he moved from rock to rock directing fire on the Chinese 
forces. Although his radio and line communications were 
frequently disrupted, he quickly restored contact. Through- 
out the 13th September 1967, Captain Sood directed accurate 
artillery fire on the Chinese gun and mortar positions as a 
result of which at least three of the Chinese artillery mor- 
tars were put out of action, their lines of communication 
were paralysed and they suffered heavy casualties. 

Throughout, Captain Satish Kumar Sood displayed courage, 
determination and devotion to duly, 

10. Second Lieutenant NAVEEN CHANDRA GUPTA 
(IC-16951), 

Signals. 


On the 11th September 1967, 2nd/Lt. Navccn Chandra 
Gupta accompanied his Brigade Commander at Nathu La 
(Central Bump) when the wire laying operation was being 
carried out along the watershed. At about 0530 hours, the 
Chinese forces suddenly opened fire as a result of which 
communication lines between Centre Bump anud the South 
Shoulder were disrupted Line parties sent to restore the 
communication lines could not succeed owing to heavy shcl 
hn $- ?mcc was absolutely necessary to restore communi- 
cation lines, 2nd/Lt. Gupta, in complete disregard of his per- 
sonal safety, proceeded towards South Shoulder and after 
crawling and running in difficult mountaineous' terrain reach- 
ed the destination and got all the information from the post 
where only the platoon commander and one more man were 
left. While at the post, he engaged the Chinese forces with 
hand grenades and helped the platoon commander to re- 
cover a wounded officer, After delivering the Brigade Com- 
manders encouraging message and a radio set, he returned 
to Centre Bump, 

Throughout, 2nd/Lt. Navecn Chandra Gupta displayed 
courage and devotion to duty. 

11. Second Lieutenant JASBEER SINGH (IC-16293) 
Engineers. 


On the 9th July 1966, Second Lieutenant Jasbcer Singh 
who was commanding a platoon of a Field Company of an 
Enguieer Regiment, was ordered, to lift about 1,150 mines 
from an old mine-field. Despite many hazards he, with his 
platoon started work on 11th July 1966 and had cleared 
a number of mines when a Sapper reported that he could 
not trace u blast mine. 2nd/Lt. Jasbeer Singh immediately 
went forward to detect it. While he was trying lo locate 
the nunc, he suddenly stumbled over a stone and fell down 
on a mine which exploded. His right foot up to ankle was 
blown off and his light eye ripped open. Realising the dan- 
ger to his men of coming into the mine-field in a hurry 
he crawled for about 10 yards, before his men could rescue 
him. inspite of his injuries he continued to encourage his 
men lo go ahead with the work. 


Jn this assignment, Second Lieutenant 
played courage and devotion to duty.

Parachute Regiment.

He quickly moved his platoon to cut off the hostiies 
and led a section to assault tnem, as a result of which one 
hostile with a sten gun and 197 rounds of ammunition was 
captured. Again on the Z7th July 1967, his column was 
amnusned by hostiies, Unmindful of his personal safety, he 
led ms men in tne assault and himself lobbed a gienadc on 
the hostiies LMG knnng one. Inis act was instrumental in 
liquidating the hostile position.

13. JC-39184 Naib Subedar RAGHAVA PRASAD 
PANDEY. 

Rajput Regiment. ( Posthumous ) 

On, the lllh September 1967, Naib Subedar Raghava Prasad 
Pandey was Platoon Commander of a Company which was 
detailed as a protection party for the engineers who wore 
laying a wire fence on the North Shoulder at Nathu La. 
Ail of a sudden, the Chinese forces opend lire from the 
front as well as from the flanks. Disregarding his personal 
safety, Naib Subedar Pandey charged the Chinese position 
in front of him and bayonetted two Chinese soldiers. While 
trying to reach the Chinese LMG bunker which was causing 
heavy casualties to our troops out in the open, he was hit 
by a burst of Chinese LMG as a result of which he died 
on the spot. 

In this connection, Naib Subedar Raghava Prasad Pandey 
displayed courage and determination. 

14. 2640287 Havildar BRIJ LAL, 

Grenadiers. 

On the 11th September 1967, Havildar Brij Lai was the 
Commander of a rccoilless gun detachment which w'as located 
between Scbula and the Centre Bump area of Nathu La. 
When the Chinese forces started filing with recoilless guns 
on our troops who were laying wire, he stuck to his post 
and successfully destroyed two Chinese bunkers. Again on 
the 13th September 1967, he successfully silenced a Chinese 
machine gun and demolished a bunker on the South Shoulder. 
On the same clay he was assigned another difficult task which 
he accomplished successfully. 

In this action, Havildar Brij Lai displayed courage and 
determination. 

15. 4146934 Havildar KURA RAM 
Kumaon Regiment. 


On the 30th August 1966, during the course of glacier 
training at High Altitude Warfare School in Jammu & 
Kashmir one "rope” consisting of four officers and one 
JCO, led by a Havildar Instructor, fell into a crevasse about 
200 feet deep. Havildar Kura Ram, who was leading another 
group of trainees behind, learnt about the incident He 
unroped himself and rushed to the spot. On reaching the 
ci evassc he found that another Instructor had already gone 
down for rescue operations. He immediately slid down the 
dangerous" crevasse and joined his colleague in the rescue 
operation. Both of them continued the rescue operations in 
a temperature well below freezing point and saved two officers 
who were alive and also brought up the dead bodies of the 
other members. 

Throughout, Havildar Kura Ram displayed courage aud 
initiative. 


16. 625(686 Lance Naik M. G. EZHUTHACHAN 
Signals. 

On the 15fh September 1965, Lance Naik M G Ezhutha- 
chan was Carrying service mail in a vehicle driven by himself 
Bom Jammu to Palhankot. When lie was about 15 miles 
bom Jammu the vehicle was slrafed by Pakistani aircraft 
as a result of which ho received serious injuries in Ihe neck 
chest and stomach which were bleeding profusely. His vehi- 
cle was also damaged and became unserviceable Although 
he was advised by all present to go to hospital,' he did not 
leave the place and insisted on remaining with the mail bags 
and taking them personally lo Palhankot. Ultimately, he was 
taken by the GOC Punjab and Himachal Pradesh who hap- 
pened to pass that way in his staff car to Pathankot where 
he handed over the mail and then went to hospital for treat- 
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Throughout, Lance Naik M. G. EzhuthachaD displayed 
courage and devotion to duty, 

17. 1431121 Sapper KARNAIL SINGH, 

Engineers ( Posthumous } 

On the i r tli September 1967, Sapper Kaniail Singh, who 
was in a detachment of engineers engaged in laying a wire 
fence at Navhn La, was assigned a difficult taste. Despite 
a bayonet injury caused by the Chinese soldiers who were 
interfering by using physical force he continued to try to 
accomplisn of the assigned task. Later, when the Chinese 
forces used automatic and mortar fire, he continued his work 
undeterred by a shell splinter injury in his aim. While doing 
so, he was hit by a bullet. He crawled for a distance to pick 
up his rifle, but succumbed to his injuries. 

In this action, Sapper Karnaii Singh displayed courage and 
determination. 

18. 13636135 Paratrooper JOKHU SINGH, 

Parachute Regiment. 

On the 26th June 1967, when village Chhawrtwi was raided. 
Paratrooper Jokhu Singh was in a section which came under 
fire from a Mizo hostile sentry. He rusfied in the direction 
of the hostile fire and killed the sentry and took his rifle. 
This action resulted in a portion of the village being cleared 
of the hostiles. Again on the 27th June 1967, when an assault 
was launched on the Headquarters of the hostiles. Paratrooper 
Jokhu Singh rushed forward ahead of" his section and lobbed 
a grenade at the hostile LMG post. This daring action result- 
ed in silencing the hostile LMG and successful completion of 
the task assigned to his section. 

Throughout, Paratrooper Jokhu Singh displayed courage 
and initiative.

By working from dawn to dusk 
and at times even during the night, he successfully completed 
the task of operational training of the pilots in the Squadron, 
within a very short time. During the conflict with Pakistan 
in 1965, he undertook several difficult missions. In addition 
to the duties of Squadron Commander, he performed the 
duties of Ofliccr-in-Charge of Flying at an airfield for a 
period of 15 months.

7. Squadron Leader NARINDER SINGH ARORA, 
(4983) G.D.(P). 

Squadron Leader Narinder Singh Arora has been on the 
strength of a transport squadron since October 1966.

Squadron Leader Shrinivas Prahlad Desai was posted to 
a squadron in June 1967, which was called upon to undertake 
the difficult task of air maintenance for the North East Fron- 
tier Agency. He, along with a handful of his colleagues, 
carried out the pioneering work of classifying all the dropping 
zones despite adverse weather conditions. Ho flow 104 hours 
on operational tasks of air maintenance and also trained 
many pilots In supply dropping techniques. On the '27th 
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July 1967, Squadron Leader Desai was called upon to under- 
take a supply dropping mission to an isolated post located 
in an extremely difficult mountainous region at a height of 
10,700 feet. He undertook this* sortie with, full knowledge 
of the difficulties involved. After carrying out a most accurate 
pin-point drop in the llrst run, over the tiny dropping zone, 
he made another circuit for subsequent drop when the port 
engine of the aircraft suddenly failed and the aircraft start- 
ed losing height rapidly. Faced with great danger, he had 
to crash land the aircraft in the mountainous terrain and in 
doing so lost his life along with three other aircrew.

9. Squadron Leader CONJEEVARAM RAJARATNAM 

Mohan raj, 

(5611) Technical/Enginecr, 

Squadron Leader Conjeevaram Rajaratnam Mohanraj took 
up flying as a Flight Engineer in early 1963 when he was' 
posted to a transport squadron in Jammu and Kashmir. Al- 
though new to his job, he worked steadfastly to muster opera- 
tional flying and techniques and from his experience a num- 
ber of data were formulated for the safe operation of the 
transport aircraft of the squadron in Jammu and Kashmir. 
During his short career, he has flown about 2000 hours which 
include a number of sorties in hazardous areas. Once, his 
aircraft caught fire during ground testing due lo mechanical 
defects. With complete disregard of his personal safety he 
got the cargo in the aircraft unloaded and also the other air- 
craft parked nearby removed to a safe place and, thereafter, 
opened the engine panels of his aircraft und s'aved if from 
burning by draining out engine oil from the crank case.

Mohanraj displayed courage and devotion to duty. 

10. Squadron Leader KSH1RODE KRISHNA SEN 
(4495) Q.D. (P). 

Squadron Leader Kshirodc Krishna Sen has flown a total 
of nearly 3500 hours which includes 250 hours on single 
engined aircraft during night and 1600 hours on instructional 
duties. On the 10th March 1962, while an instructional 
duties on an aircraft, he found that the ailerons had jammed 
and the aircraft went into a spiral. He skilfully managed to 
get the ailerons’ free by inducing excessive skid and rocking 
motion and this saved the aircraft and precious lives. He 
displayed similar remarkable skill in saving a Hunter air- 
craft when it was hit by a bird. Once again, he showed 
remarkable professional skill in saving a Vampire aircraft 
when there was rear bearing failure during a cross country 
flight. 

Throughout, Squadron Leader Kshirodc Krishna Sen dis- 
played professional skill courage and devotion to duty. 

11. Squadron Leader RAJINDER PAL SINGH 
(4256) G.D.(P), 

Squadron Leader Rajinder Pal Singh has been actively 
associated with operational flying since 1952. He has to his 
ci-edit a total of 6700 flying hours which included 2300 
hours in operational areas and over difficult terrain under 
adverse weather conditions. During the conflict with Pakistan 
in 1965, his squadron was faced with enormously Increased 
operational tasks.

Squadron Leader Krishnamurli Srinivasan has been on the 
strength of the Aircrew Examining Board as Navigation 
Examiner Leader since 1963. He has all along discharged 
his duties exceptionally well and has always met the demands 
for additional tasks beyond the normal call of duty. T-Ic has 
flown 4800 hours including those as an instructor on different 
types of transport aircraft.

Port Trust Dock tug ‘RA.TA’ when Navy was called upon to 
maintain essential services In the Port of Bombay durlne an 
emergency. The tug ‘RAJA', assisted by two other Dock 
tugs, helped in all the movements in Alexandra Docks as well 
as Princes and Voctoria Docks and at Ballard Pier. He dis- 
played initiative and seamanship while assisting Mull Passen- 
ger Liners at Ballard Pier and food grain tankers from the 
Alexandra Docks, often in difficult conditions of tide and 
wind.

On the 16th May 1967. when Kumotra Island was in the 
grip of a cyclone, a platoon of the Naval Garrison was de- 
ployed under the command of Lieutenant leseeford Smith. 
At about 1200 hours, he noticed that a thatched hutment in 
the village where the platoon had camped had tilted over to 
one side and was about to collapse. He immediately reached 
the site with a rescue party and found that a woman and five 
children were trapped inside the hut which, in the meantime, 
collapsed and caught fire. When all efforts to open the door 
failed, lie directed his men to break-open the hut. By this 
prompt action, he rescued the persons trapped inside and

With presence of mind, and disregarding his own 
safety, he picked up the sailor front the bay and dragged 
him to safety and within a second the grenade went oil. 

In this action, Chief Petty Officer Chelayil Achutha Kurup 
displayed courage and presence of mind. 

12. Chief Mechanic (Engineer) SANGRAM SINGH, 
(Diver 1 Class) (O. No. 36379). 

Chief Mechanic (Engineer) Sangram Singh has been tbo 
senior sailor of the divmg team in, I.N.S. INDIA since its 
inception in 1962 and has been responsible for conducting 
several diving operations. In 1964, the team was detailed for 
operations aL Bhakra Dam for clearing debris. This included 
cutting steel rods embedded in dam walls which were res- 
tricting and damaging the dam gates, which involved the use 
of oxy-are cutting equipment with 400 amps of current at a 
depth of 100 feet. Despite many difficulties and poor visi- 
bility, he led the diving operation. Again, when the team 
was employed in Bhakra Dam for three months from the 
middle of April 1965, he, despite extremely hazardous con- 
ditions, undertook diving operations with courage and in com- 
plete disregard of his personal safety.

13. Petty Officer Aircrewman JAGDISH LAL BHATIA, 
(O. No. 46847). 

Petty Officer Jagdish Lai Bbatia was the aircrewman and 
which operator of an Alouelte ITT helicopter which proceeded 
to rescue two pilots of a Vampire aircraft which crashed 
near Goa on the I Uh May 1967. The first pilot was located 
in thick tropical jungle. Tie lowered the rescue strap through 
a very narrow' gan between tall trees and hoisted the pilot 
from a height of 80 feet. On the 12th May 1967, he rescued 
the second pilot under similar difficult conditions. In January 

1965, he performed a similar rescue operation, for which he 
was commended by the Chief of the Naval Stall.

While shortening the tow of the 
target off Bombav in rough weather, the tow wire fouled the 
ships propellov. When the target was warped alongside the 
bollards, the securing wires gave way one after the other. 
The target drifted and started hitting the ship with tremen- 
dous force causing damage. Disregarding* personal safety. 
Leading Seaman Devassey swam across to the target in pilch 
darkness in rough weather conditions and kept changing the 
securing wires the whole night. Again on the 27th November 

1966, when the ship was at Madras, and there was a cyclone 
warning, the ship was required to be shifted to a sheltered 
berth When the tugs' securing lines parted on many occa- 
sions, Leading Seaman Devassey secured the lines many 
times at personal risk.

15. Leading Mechanical Engineer RAM SINGH, 

(O. No. 66909). 

On the 24th August 1967. INS BEAS proceeded to sea for 
full power trials. At about 1140 hours, a maior fire broke 
out In the vicinity of the Engine exhaust manifold in the for- 
ward engine room which sDreftd very rapidly. I„eadvnp 
Mechanical Engineer Ram Singh, who was the K3 generator 
watch-keeper, was among the six persons who were inside 
the room. Although the individuals were asked to vacate the 
compartment. Leading Mechanical Engineer Ram Singh re- 
mained behind, and attempted to fight the fire. Realising that 
It was not possible to control the fire, be attempted to stop 
the generator but found that the motor stopped Inst ax he was 
about to operate the lever. Being encouraged by bis coura- 
geous action the other members fought the fire and extin- 
guished it before It could cause serious damage,

On (he 3rd August, 1967 about a dozen Pakistani infiltra- 
tors crossed the cease fire line near Tetrinot in Jammu and 
Kashmir. Jemadar Gurnam Singh took out a patrol of 
seven men to intercept them. On Seeing the Police party 
lhe intruders made off. Jemadar Gurnam Singh followed 
one of the intruders' while other members of the party 
followed the remaining infiltrators. Unmindful of the danger 
of fire from the Pakistan post on the opposite side of the 
cease fire line. Jemadar Gurnam Singh chased the intruder, 
knocked him down and then lifting him bodily started 
taking back him to the Post. While returning he stepped 
on a buried mine which exploded causing serious injury 
to his right foot. Taking advantage of this mishap, the 
Pakistani infiltrator freed himself and tried to run away. 
Jemadar Gurnam Singh despite his injuries lifted his rifle, 
opened fire and shot dead the fleeing Pakistani intruder. 
"When other members of the Police post approached the 
Jemadar to help him. he waved them away telling they to 
apprehend the other Pakistani infiltrators. 

Jemadar Gurnam Singh displayed great courage, exanr- 
plary leadership and gallantry in this encounter. 

This award is made for gallantry under rule 4(i) of the 
rules governing the award of the President’s Police and 
Fire Services Medal and consequently carry with it the 
special allowance admissible under rule 5, wiih effect from 
the 3rd August, 1967.
